This 
policy should allow the approval of technology to China at 
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nificar.tly higher technical levels than at present, albeit 
ewhat below those approved for other friendly non-allied 
ntries. While being predisposed toward approval of exnorts 
China, a case-by-case review will continue to minimize 
ional security .risks in the special mission areas of nuclear 
pons end their delivery systems, electronic and ant i- 
arir.e warfare, and intelligence gathering. 

I also want a licensing policy which pr.pcedurally reduces 
e regulatory burden on business and moves -licensing cases as 
seditiously as possible. Therefore Agencies are. encouraged 
make maximum use of delegations of authority to Commerce for 
ses which do not require COCOM review. Commerce should also' 
here rigorously to the Export Administration Act provision 
- cons truing as approval lack or an agency response after 60 
ys. As a first step to reach these overall goals, the 
Hewing technical and procedural guidance are to be followed:
